N the carly days of 1896 word

In the churches women, weeping, 
prayed for the.safe return of sons 
and husbands. : 
Banners Of The Feudal Lords 
A great host, tumultuous and 
barbaric, mustered under the ban- 
ners of the feudal lords of 


_[Ethfopia and surged - forward to 


salute Menellk, the Negus Negusti, 
or King of Kings, at the place of 


‘assembly. 


Menclik, pock-marked, darker 
and more negroid than most 
Avyssiniana, with gentle voice and 
shrewd eyes, had fought hard for 
his throne; was expert !p the de- 
ceptions which make so large 
part of the art of war, more ¢x- 
pert than the Italians allowed for. 

Stories very comforting to the 
Invaders were given a wide cur- 
rency. The rasses (barons) wero 
not supporting their Enmperor, 
Ras Maconnen, supposed to be 
friendly to Italy, had just recoived 
a million cartridges. Menelik had 


* oven struck by:Hahtning and had 
. Host his speech... Menelik had been 


killed. 

Baratieri, Italian general, Gov- 
ernor of Etitrea, took heart 
Menelik had only 30, 000 men. His 
apies told him that-“And he, Bara:

_ SHOULD BE ENGENDERED

'N the Daily Herald of July 81 
_ there appeared tho: following 
‘bold headlines on the front page: 


GOVERNMENT ISSUES AMAZING 
GAS MANUAL 


EXPERT DECLARES IT 
DANGEROUS NONSENSE 
New Polsong Threat Not Met 
The article then went on ‘to 
say that the British Government 
had issued the first of a series 
of six handbooks prepared by the 
Afr Raid Precaution Department 
of the Home Office for tho guid: 
ance of the public of Great Bri- 
tnin in the event of a hostile gas 
attack, and then commenced to 

ridicule the manual, 

It quoted Lord Halabury, who is 
reputed to have: made a study of], 
was warfdre for nearly 20 years, 

as saying: “Bunk and dangerous 
nonsense. There are guns avail- 
able to-day which were never 
known In the last war. Hun- 
dreds of people have been work- 
ing on.them. France has been at 
it. Germany has been at it. 
Russin has been very much at it. 
So have we. And a mask which 
is eMeiont ayainst gas — against 
only one gas—is ‘not yoing to, be 
any good ugainst, something en- 
tirely different.” 

Attack Described 

Lord Halsbury then went on to 
deacribe an attack made by. the 
Americans at the end of 1917—or 
the beginning of 1918—he was 
very vague nbout his dates—at St. 
Mthiel. 
their masks wotild be no good 

. against phosgene, but they re- 
plied that thefr mask was design- 
ed by the greatest expert in the 
United States, and carried on. He! 
goes on: “How many were killed 
we don't. know—but in the United 
States they were always referred 
to as the 10,000 martyrs,” 

* Having warmed up he quoted 
another incident when a gas ot- 
tack was made against the

Handbook Critictecd 

Lord) Halsbury then furthor 
criticised the handbook and 
said that there was one old war- 
time gas (incorrectly described 
according to him) against which 
no musk was known to br effer- 
tive. 

I, dn turn, ‘reply to Lord Hals- 
bury's remarks: “Bunk and dan- 
gerous misleading nonsense. He 
hos hia facta mixed up and for 
one who is reported to have mado 
a study of gaa warfare for 20 
years he is sadly lacking in his- 
torical data and Imowledge of 
present day anti-gas precautions.” 

Let us first examine his state- 
ment about the “10,000 American 
martyrs.” 

He is doubtless confusing this 
with the first 20.000 respirators 
made by the American Can Com- 
pany at Long Island City tn May- 
June 1917, 


Early Masks 


“The first 20,000 masks sent! : 


over to England were completed 
in record time. As compared with 
the French masks, they were far 
superior, giving «greater -protec- 
tion against chlorine, phosgene, 
auperpalite. prussic acid.  xylyl 
bromide, ete."——(“Chemical War- 
fare” by Frios and Weat, 1921.)’. 
_These resnirators, when they 
Janded in England. wero tected by 
our experts and found absolutely 
uéeless against.“ chloronferin. 
which ivan then being used by 
‘both the British and the German 
“armies, xo the respirators were 
‘ ‘eondemned. : 
Never at anv time were any of 
the Allfed troona allowed to on- 
fer forward areas unless thoy 


oan, Even thea old P. and Ph. 
ajoth- ‘eng maske mada of fan-. 
. nelatte and ranked with sodinm 
“whenolate and ‘olunartna 


They were warned that: 


us, but within a year England 
was producing, gascs more dead- 
ly than the Germans and using 
them to greater effect—so much 
so that the last.cloud attack made 
by ',Germany agains British 
troops took place at ‘Wicltjo in 
the Ypres Salient on August 8, 
1916. : 

As for 10,000‘Amoricans being 
gassed in one attack, many of 
them dying, I would refer Lord 
Halsbury to the United States 
‘Army medical records, - which 
show that out of every 100 Ameri- 
cans gassed, less than two died. 

I do not know where Lord Hals- 
bury got his “fairy story” about 
the 2,000 French soldiers “dying 
where they stood.” If he knows 
anything about war gases he will 
also know that of the gases used 
in the Jast war not one killed in- 
atantly, og all lethal gases have a 
delayed action. Phosgene has a 
delayed action of 0 to 24 hours, 
and mustard (dichlorodicthy! sul- 
phide) 3 to 24 hours—nond there 
are cuses on record. whero the ef- 
fect has not taken place for 48 
hours 

Original Attack 

In the original cloud gas attack 
by the Germans in 1915, on April 
22, notwithstanding the fact that 
our troops were entirely unpre- 
pared—had no masks and knew 
ncthing about us—only 86 per 
cent, dicd. 

The old war gas referred to by 
Lord Halsbury against which the 
|present respirator is not effective 
is in all probability dipheny] 
chlorarsine (D.A.) or diphenyla- 
‘mine ehlorarsine (D.M.)—but if 
he has been making o study of 
war gases he will also know that 
the British service respirator 
‘does give complete protection. 

Why a person of Lord Hals- 
bury’s position should criticise 
the Government in their attempt 
to train the civilian population 
against possible hostile gas at- 
tack from the air fs beyond me. 
They know what they are doing 
and are doing it well, 

_... Knowledge_ Essential 
“Tt is essential that the civilian 
populaffon should know how to} 
act in the event - of auch an at- 
tack. Bitter experience has 
taught us that no matter how 
efficient the respirator may be; it 
cannot take the place of constant 
and thorough training. No- 
thing but constant drill and 
reiteration '-of the danger of. 
Iack cf knowledge of how 
to act in such an emorgency will 
bring home to the public the 
necessity of training in peace for 
possible eventualities. 

First of all confidence in the 
respirator must be developed: 
Persons in a gas attack for the 
first time are Hable to panie and 
they must be taught to place im- 
plicit reliance on thelr respira- 
tors, But to attain this, practice 
in actual gas is necessary, Drills 
and lectures alone are insuMcient, 
The infalibility of our rospira- 
tor - must be demonstrated and 
above all the public must be 
taught not to rush about unneces- 
sarily. The quieter and calmor 
they remain, the more easy will

But. the 
worst feature of prison Iife.in the 
eighteenth century was the “gaol 
fever" which we now know as 
Typhus., The mortality was ap 
palling, und as thera was no segre- 
wution of those awaiting trial, a 
perfectly innocent man. might ‘fall 
o victim. “This was the first evil 
attacked by the early reformers 
like Ellzabeth Fry and John Ho. 
ward. Nowadays It often the best 
thing that can happen to an invalid 
poor man to be sent for ao term to 
the gaol hospital. Of the .ro- 
formatorics, the children’s courts, 
the suspended sentences, that we 
tnke for granted os a part of or- 
dinary “administrution, tho only 
thing that surprises one is. tho 
realisation of how very recently 
they have been introduced; but we 
are still a long way from the con- 
dition of “sending 8 man up” 
genuinely for his own good. All 
the new changes in the Jaw are for 
the purpose of keeping men out of 
gaol as much as possible, :
